Financers Expect Money to Be Scarce 
and the Market Short All 
Summer.

NEW YORK, April 3.—The Times’ Lon 
don financial correspondent cable: 

“We have passed a etrait and in a mone- 
tary sense are in broad river again. But. 
it is a river betraying symptoms of a com- 
ing drought. 

“Dropping the simile, our money market 
hae this week had to borrow upward of 
7,000,000 from the Bank of England to help 
it through the Stock Exchange settlement, 
and end the quarter demands for cash and 


credit. 

‘“‘Added tc previous borrowings, this puts 
the market over 10,000,000 pdunds in debt 
to the bank. One year ago the debt of the 
market to the bank was less than half 
this sum. Perhaps the fact that Paster 
and the end of the quartef came together 
increased the demand for assistance and 
some of the holiday cash will doubtless 
come back. This, however, is scarcely 
worth weighing against the increased pov- 
erty of the market, a poverty which gives 
it a permanent trend toward dearness. 

“You may take it as certain that the mar- 

et wil] not be able to repay the bank ail 
his money during the present quarter. 
For a few days at a time it may get free, 
but each recurring Stock Exchange settie- 
ment will eee the market forced to lean 
on the bank and as the months pass iis 
dependence will increase. 

“Unless gold flows in from abroad, as 
there is no sign of its doing, we must ex- 
pect the money.market to be subject to 

sms and tightness. all the summer. 
Do not, then, allow the present lowness of 
discount rates to mislead you. If the bank 
cannot afford to allow its rate to fall below 
three per cent, and it assuredly cannot in 
the present circumstances, the open mar- 
ket is playing for a bad fall by driving its 
rate down to 2 per cent or little more. 

“Short credits may be plentiful for the 
next few — % but the supply will soon 
run short an I will not be eurprised to see 
money as tight as aver on the next —

His Trial Set for April 7 Under tho 
Indictment Charging Mis- 
demeanor in Office. 


Harry H. Philper must stand trial on the 
charge of misdemeanor in office. It must 
be determined from the witness stand 
whether he received $% from Arthur Bay- 
| liss for a license without passing an ex- 
' amination. 
| Judge Clark gave his decision from the 
bench of the Court of Criminal Correction 
Monday forenoon. 

The motion to quash was predicted on the 
claim that if- Philper was guiity of the 


charge set forth in the indictment he was 
guilty of a felony and not of a misdemeanor 
and that therefore the Court of Criminal 
Correction lacked jurisdiction. 

Judge Clark discussed af some length the 

technical questions brought up by the mo- 
tion and gave his reasons for overruling 
the motion. 
Judge Krum, in his argument in eupport 
of the motion to quash, had contended that 
under section 38717, the offense charged 
against Philper was a felony. That #eéc- 
tion defines as felonies acts of specified 
officers, in which are included, “all other 
city offictals.’’ 

Judge Clark decided that the section did 
not apply to Philper, who, the Juage 
thought, was not an officer, within the 
meaning of that section, and he was. not 
able to find any other section which would 
apply, in the sense argued by Judge Krum. 

It has been thought that the defense of 
Philper would be that he was not an off—i- 
cer, within the meaning of the charter. 
which defines city officers as those elected 
or appointed and receiving fixed salaries. 
Prosecutin Attorney Clover says thgt 
whether Philper {ts an officer, within the 
meaning of the charter, or not, the charge 
of misdemeanor will stand.

MAST NEXT THURSDAY. 


ORDERED BY THE PRESIDENT. 


Proclamation in Relation to the Sol- 
diers Who Fell on Foreign 
Battlefields. 


WASHINGTON, April 3.—The President 
to-day issued the following executive or- 
der: 

It is fitting that in behalf of the nation, 
tribute of honor be paid to the memoriese 
of the noble men who lost their lives in 
their country’s service during the late war 
with Spain. It isthe more fitting inasmuch 
as in consonance with the spirit of our free 
institutions and in obedience to the most 
exalted promptings of patriotism, those 
who were sent to other shores to do battle 
for their country’s honor under their coun- 
iry’s flag, went freely from every quarter 
of our beloved land. Each soldier, each 
sailor,’ parting from home ties and putting 
behind him private interests in the presence 
of the stern emergency of unsought war 
with an alien foe, was an individual type 
of that devotion of the citizen to the State 
which makes our nation etrong in unity 
and in action. 

Those who died in another jand left in 
many homes the undying memories that at- 
tend the heroic dead of all ages. It was 
fitting that with the advent of peace, won 
by their sacrifice, their bodies should be 
gathered with tender care and restored to 
home and kindred. This has been done 
with the dedd of Cuba and Porto Rico. 
Those of the Philippines gtill rest where 
they fell, watched over by their surviving 
comrades and crowned with the love ofa 
grateful nation. 

The rema'‘ns of many brought to our 
shores have been delivered to their fami- 
lies for private burial. But for others of 
the brave officers and men who perished 
there has been reserved interment -in 
ground sacred to the soldiers and sailors 
amid the tributes of military honor and na- 
tional mourning they have so well de- 
served, 

I therefore order: 

That upon the arrival of the cortege at 
the Nat.onal Cemetery at Arlington. ail 
proper military and naval honors be paid 
to the dead heroes: that Suitable ceremo- 
nies shall attend their interment; that the 
customary salute of mourning be fired at 
the cemetery and that on the same day at 
2 O'clock p. m.., Thursday, the 6th day of 
April, the national flag be displayej at 
half mast on all public buildings, forts, 
camps and public vessels of the United 
States; and at 12 o’clock noon of said day, 
all the departments of the Government at 
Washington shall be closed,

HE LOST A DIAMOND. 


EL WARD J. WILLIAMS’ UNPLEAS- 
ANT EXPERIENCE IN POLITICS. 


THINKS HE'LL RECOVER IT. 


Two Men Who Jostled Him Are su;- 
pected and the Police Are 
Looking for Them.

fdward J. Williams. president of the 
Williams & Little Realty and Brokerage 
Co., at,Tenth and Pine streets, is a clever 
man at selling ground, and a wise man at 
pulling political wires.

He Nad the big stud screwed securely in 
his meck scarf when he left his home. 
He marched down to the Exposition Build- 
ing alongside a friend. After he had listen- 
ed tq one ctr two speeches, Mr. Williams 
chanced to put his hand to his throat. 
He discovered that his stud was gone. 

Then he remembered being pressed be- 
tween two men while standin on the 
cornei of Jefferson avenue and Olive street 
waiting for the procession to form. They 
were young men, well dressed and seemed 
to have acquaintances in the crowd. One 
of them passed behind Mr. Williams and 
the other walked in front of them. The 
man behind bumped into Mr. Williams, 
knocking him forward against the young 
fellow Just in front. As the occurregte 
was something likely to happen in fy 
crowd, no excuses were offered and e 
incident was forgotten as soon as the young 
men lost themselves. 

Mr, Williams connected the episode with 
the loss of his stud. He spoke toa friend 
and told him of his suspicions. 

“I remember seeing you bumped into 
and jostied,”’ said the friend. “I know 
tie men who squeezed you. If they stole 
the stud, we'll get it back.” 

Mr. Williams went to 
and reported his loss. He said he was 
amazed to think that a theft would be com- 
mitted under a man’s very eyes, and he in 
ignorance of it all the time. He changed 
his mind when the Chief of Police told 


him there were some “nippers’’ in the busi!- | 


ness who could coax a man’s diamond out 
of his shirt front while talking to him 
two feet away. 

“T have always contended that when a 
man lost his jewelry in a crowd he must 
be drunk,”’ said Mr. Williams Monday 
morning, “but I know better now. A 
friend of mine lost his gold watch, or 
rather it was taken from him by a thief on 
a Suburban car one day last winter, and 
when he told me of it I laughed at him 
and wouldn’t believe him. I'll go around 
and apologize to him this afternoon. 


THE CHIEF IN WASHINGTON. 


Jack Campbell Talked About St. Louis 
and the Sunday Closing Laws. 
Chief Campbell of the Police Department 
of St. Louis talked with a Washington Post 
reporter, the other day, about St. Louis 


and the Sunday closing law, and various 
other things. Here is a report Df what he 
said: 

I approve of Washington's orderly ways and gen- 
eral air of cleanliness and freedom from tonghness, 
Your saloons are closed at midnight, after which, 
I am told, {t's impossible almost to get a nip, 
unless one happens to get caught and shut up in 
the establishment at closing time, in which event 
kind-hearted proprietors have been known to relax 
their rigid rules. Well, St. Louis is running the 
Capital of the nation a close race for goodness 
and decent behavior. There isn’t a public gambling 
howse In the city, aud althongh our saloons can 
keep opeu all night if they desire we have the most 
ironclad law against Sun¢g@--selling of any town 
of like size in the United .tates. 

This law against selling liquors on Sunday was 
passed years ago, but only within the last few 
weeks has there been any effort made to enforce it. 
If a popular vote were had the law would be done 
away with, as it is extremely obnoxious to thou- 
sands of — and respectable citizens. who have 
for years en in the habit of sipping their heer 
in the gardens and other public resorts which they 
frequented on Sunday. 

leven and crooks of all kinds find that &t. 
Iouls has a very depressing climate. and as a rule 
they give it a wide berth. We have a statute 
that makes it unlawful for any one to habitually 
associate with thieves, and when we suspect a man 
is ‘“‘bad,’’ and know that he has been consorting 
with criminals, -he is arrested and taken to court, 
where the Judge imposes either a workhouse sen- 
tence or gives the prisoner ‘‘hours."’ By ‘‘hours’’ 
is meant a limited time in which to say good-by 
to St. Louls—say from 10 a. m. until 6 p. m. of 
the same day.

All Because He Couldn’t Sell His Pic- 


tures Fast Enough at the Prices 
He Demanded. 


St. Louis and St. Louisans are merciless- 
ly assailed from the etandpoint of an art 
center by an interview published in 
New York Monday morning. The 
criticism is alleged to be hurled at us by 
an artist who has just left this city for 
greener fields. The article, as telegraphed 
to the Post-Dispatch Monday, is in part as 
followe: 

“You .take my advice and stay in St. 
Louis,” said the rich brewer. ‘“There aren t 
many artists here, and there can’t be much 
competition.”’ ; 

“You know why there aren't many ar- 
tists here, don’t you?” asked the artist, 
scraping away at his dirty pallette and an- 
swering the Question himself. ‘““You know 
that no artist has ever made a living here 
without doing sign painting as a_side line. 
You know that I’ve worked like a nailer 
at my art, that I don’t drink, gamble or 
indulge in any sort of extravagance, don't 
you? Well, I can’t make cigarette money. 

‘Why don’t you advertise properly?” sug- 
gested the brewer. 

“Advertise? Why, everbody in St. Louis 
knows me. I can’t walk from Fourth 
street to Broadway without being asked to 
drink with a half dozen millionaires. You 
see that salon picture there? Well, I 


| brought that back from Paris with me be- 


cause I hated, to sell it to strangers for a 
paltry $300. thought that when I got 
back to St. Louls, my home, some rich col- 
lector would give me something nearer to 
what I believe the picture to be worth. 
I've been home, let’s see, five years now, 
and I havn’t sold that picture. I'd take 
$75 for it now, but I can’t get $50. 

“But you can’t expect St. Louis people 
to appreciate a scene like you've paint 
there,’ said the millionaire, whose walls 
are covered with paintings of himself and 
his family. “It's a Paris street scene, 
isn’t it? Why don’t you paint the City 
Hall of St. Louis or .some of the beauti- 
ful landscapes around the suburbs? You've 
got to give the people what they want. 

“Tl did think for'a while that if I would 
paint subjects familiar to St. Louisans 
they might buy some of the pictures. With 
this end in view I spent all last summer 
sketching in and about the city. I bor- 
rowed money to hire models and sat up 
nights to get the best artistic results. I 
in earnest, never worked more 
seriously in my life. I made up my mind 
to have an exibition, show the people that 
good art is universal in its application, and 
perhaps sell them somethng that they could 
appreciate because it was local. You were 
in Europe when my exhibition came off. 
I had about ten pictures that were strictly 
local. I had given them my best efforts, 
and the critics all said that one of them 
was my masterpiece. 1 sent out invitations 
to everyone in the Blue Book and to a 
great many not in the Blue Book. Of course, 
I had to give my show in a dealer's galiery 
and put him in line for a good share of the 
profits. 

“But there wasn’t any profit. The first 
day nobody called but a few art students 
who congratulated me upon my _ year's 
work. It did make‘a pret:y good show, for
